Since rainfall is the soiurce 
of runoff (an.d flood flows) 
and since rainfall records in 
Los Angeles County are 
nearly one hundred years 
old, meaningful curves of 
five, ten, twen.ty-five and 
fifty year rainfall frequen¬ 
cies were developed, togeth¬ 
er with corresponding rain¬ 
fall intensity duration cur¬ 
ves for these frequencies. 

While rainfall is measured 
in inches, rainfall inten- 
s 11 i e s are measured in 
inches per hour. Although 
they are both based on rec¬ 
ords, they are independent 
of each other and both vary 
in various parts of the Coun- 
'ty, the difference being most 
accentuated between the 
mountains and the valley. 
Therefore, the County was 
divided into five Hydrologic 
Zones, designated "J” to “N” 
and aforementioned curves 
developed for each zone.

B. To request the City 
Council to request the Gov¬ 
ernor to proclaim a state of 
disaster or a state of ex¬ 
treme emergency when in 
the opinion of the Director 
the resources of the area or 
region are Inadequate to 
cope with the disaster; 

C. To control and direct the 
effort of the civil defense 
and dlsELSter organization of 
this City for the accom¬ 
plishment of the purposes 
of this Part; 

D. To direct coordination 
and cooperation betwe e n 
divisions, services and staff 
of the civil defense and dis¬ 
aster organization of this 
City, and to resolve ques¬ 
tions of authority and re¬ 
sponsibility that may arise 
between them; 

E. To represent the civil de¬ 
fense and disaster organi¬ 
zation of this City in all 
dealings with public or pri¬ 
vate agencies pertaining to 
civil defense and disaster. 

Section 2355. Emergency 
Powers. In the event of the 
proclamation of a disaster or 
emergnecy as herein provided, 
or the proclamation of a 
state of disaster or a state 
of extreme emergency by the 
Governor or the State Direc¬ 
tor of Civil Defense, the Di¬ 
rector Is hereby empowered: 

A. To make and Issue rules 
and reflations on matters 
reasonably related to the 

Publish Sierra Madre News 
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protection of life and. pron- 
erty as affected by such 
disaster; provided, however, 
such rules and regulations 
must be confirmed at the 
earliest practicable time by 
the City Council. 

B. To obtain vital supplies, 
equipment and such other 
properties fotmd lacking and 
needed for the protection of 
the life and property of the 
people, and bind the City 
for the fair value thereof, 
and if required Immediately, 
to commandeer the same for 
public tise; 

C. To require emergency 
services of any city officer 
or employee and. In tbe 
event of the proclamation of 
a state of disaster or a 
state of extreme emergency 
by the Governor in the re¬ 
gion In which this City Is 
located, to command the aid 
of as many citizens of this 
commimlty as he thinks 
necessary in the execution

This month BankAmeri¬ 
card holders will receive a 
: special check in. the mail. 
To pay their taxes, they 
need only fill it in for 
amounts up to $500, and 
then send it to the tax col¬ 
lector. That’s it. 

The amount is added to 
the cardholder’s account; 
the service is free to the 
coiunty. 

Actuall.y, proper t y tax 
payment by credit card was 
used on an ei^perimental 
basis by BankAmericard in 
1957. But the program did 
not utilize the mail, and 
was only available in 15 
counties. 

Eligible cardholders had 
to make a trip to the local 
tax office, slip their cards 
through imprinters to make 
payments. Now they can 
pay off their property taxes 
without leaving the house. 

Under the new program, 
the tax collector is paid di¬ 
rectly by BankAmericard, 
which then assumes full re¬ 
sponsibility for collecting 
the checks. 

’This means the county 
will get its money quicker, 
and won’t have to waste 
time following iu,p unpaid 
property tax bills. 

For the taxpayer, Dillon 
said, the service is a new 
and con.venient method to 
meet and Inevitable ex¬ 
pense. 

Taxpayers are reminded 
that $500 is the maximum 
allowed on BankAmericard 
checks, if their tax be more 
than the $500 they will have 
to include with their Bank¬ 
Americard check a personal 
check for the difference, be¬ 
tween their tax bill and 
$500. 

Further, taxpayers need 
not be concerned with their 
balance nor their limit; they 
ca.n add' on to their account 
up to $500 and their limit 
will be automatically in¬ 
creased.

California — Fairly Good! 

The record $2.S billion a year in new or increased 
taxes that Americans in 34 states will be called upon to 
pay as a result of action this year by their state legis¬ 
latures doesn’t look like the end of it. 

According to a national survey by Tax Foundation, 

Inc., that record figure is likely to be boosted by at least 
another $850 million by pending legislation before the 
year is out. 

Californians can take some consolation in the fact 
that this state comes out looking fairly good compared 
to some of the others. 

Although we were one of the 15 states that increased 
rates on motor fuel taxes, California’s increase was a 
temporary measure that raised the rate by 1 cent to 
provide emergency funds for road repair, and it was 
terminated as of August 31. 

Consolation for taxpayers in other states is that the 
increase could have been higher: tax proposals up for 
consideration by state legislatures reached a total of $4.9 
billion, but only about three-fourths of these were adopted. 

That makes the 1969 estimated total of $3.7 billion 
in new or increased taxes a little easier to digest. 

Previous highs in annual state tax increases nation¬ 
wide were $2.5 billion in 1967 and $1.3 billion in 1965. 

This year's Increase to date represents seven per cent 
of total state revenues, estimated to reach $42 billion in 
fiscal 1969. 

The reason for it all is, of course, two successive 
years of extremely rapid increases in economic growth, 
inflation and statutory action, leading to an added one- 
third in state collections from the $32 billion assessed in 
fiscal 1967. 

Those higher taxes affect two-thirds of the nation's 
population through 75 major now tax measures, 
states have introduced new major taxes, including per¬ 
sonal and corporate levies introduced in Illinois, Maine 
and Washington, a general sales tax in Vermont (bring¬ 
ing the number of states having this tax to 45), with 
North Carolina becoming the 50th state to impose a ciga¬ 
rette tax. 

New revenues in the states this year break down 
as follows: general sales, $889 million: personal Income, 

$740 million; corporate income, $425 million; motor fuels, 

$265 million: cigarettes and tobacco, $295 million; alco¬ 
holic beverages, $40 million; miscellaneous, $146 million.

The biggest tax increase of all came in Illinois, which 
upped its collections in 1969 by $826 million, or 48 per 
cent more than was collected in 1968. This increase is 
attributable in part to the introduction of income taxes 
in that state. Also raised were existing rates on gasoline, 
cigarettes and alcoholic beverages. 

All in all only 13 of the 47 states holding regular cause 
legislative sessions this year have failed to raise taxes 
— and two of these, Pennsylvania and Texas are ex¬ 
pected to approve substantial increases before adjourn¬ 
ment.

It has become almost a monthly routine for Ameri¬ 
cans to read that the cost of living has once again gone 
up. Latest figures indicate the official index of con¬ 
sumer prices rose four tenths of 1 per cent — a rate of 
increase that Is equal to nearly 5 per cent a year.

“farcir” meaning, “to stuff.” 

I’m sure cranberries arc 
on your list. Cranberries 
were first known as “crane 
berries” since cra.nes living 
in the New England Bogs 
ate the berries. In early days 
they were also kno'wn as 
“bounce berries” since they 
were, and still are, tested for 
ripeness by their ability to 
bounce. 

Your choice of vegetables 
can be many a,nd varied. In 
some areas of our country it 
is traditional to serve 
squash, boiled onions in 
cream sauce, rhuteboga 
(yellow turnips) or parsnips. 
Along with these vegetables, 
mashed potatoes and can¬ 
died yams or sweet potatoes 
are usually included. 

TThe India,ns grew a 
wide variety of squash be¬ 
fore the w'hite men came. 
The best-known and most 
popular American squash is 
the Hubbard. ’This winter 
squash was named for a 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hubbard who 
informed everyone of its 
good qualities in 1842 or 
1843. There are several va¬ 
rieties such as the Green, 
Blue, or Golden Hubbard. 
Some, like the Blue Hubbard 
grow so large that they are 
sold in pieces or sections. 
Squash and its first cousin 
the pumpkin, are vegetables 
of American origin. This 
squa^ may be boiled and 
ma.shed or it may be baked 
with butter and honey or 
brown sugar. 

Turnips were used in Ro¬ 
man times, and in the days 
of the Gold Rush i.n Cali¬ 
fornia, a single turnip sold 
for $1.00. The rbutebega is 
delicious ■when boiled and 
ma.shed with butter — that 
is if you like turnips. 

Parsnips were grown by 
the Indians and are native 
to America and Europe. 
They were grown and used 
by the Greeks and Romans, 
'liiey belong to the same 
family as carrots and celery. 

Purnpkin Pie is a must for 
Thank.sgiving. But, perhaps 
you will also serve Mince 
pie.

“A return address might 
not seem very Important,” 
Postmaster Rossi noted, “but 
last year over 32 billion' 
pieces of mail went to postal 
dead letter branches be- 
cau.se the mailing address 
co.uldn’t be read and there 
was no return address on 
the envelo,pe. If you estimate 
your worth of each of these 
pieces at twenty-five cents, 
including postage, postal 
customers lost over $7.5 mil¬ 
lion' last year to dead letter 
offices.
